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DIET AND DIGESTION. 


Skimmed milk is only $0 per cent. as nt- 
tritious as milk fresh from the cow. About 
20 pounds of butter to 100 are removed by 
skimming. 

People who have weak stomachs or who 
are unable to take much exercise should 
net eat pastry, which is considered very 
difficult of digestion. 

Raw apples, sour and hard, when well 
chewed, may be digested in a little less 
than three hours: when mellow, the time 
is reduced to two. 

Luncheon between meals or nibbling at 
food from time to time is said by flysi- 
cians to be one of the most harmful prac- 
tices that can be indulged. 

People should not eat when tired, much 

roubled or immediately after severe men- 
tul labor. At such times indigestion is 
very imperfectly performed. 

A great variety of food should not be
